The Jonathan M. Wainwright Memorial VA Medical Center’s postgraduate year 1 
(PGY1) pharmacy residency is a 12-month program designed to build upon a doctor of 
pharmacy (PharmD) education and outcomes to contribute to the development of 
clinical pharmacists responsible for medication-related care of patients with a wide 
range of conditions, eligible for board certification and eligible for postgraduate year two 
(PGY2) pharmacy residency training. Residents will work alongside clinical pharmacy 
practitioners during four- to six-week rotational experiences.
